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Dear John: 

You will recall that we had decided after 
Under Secretary Newsom visited Argentina May 23-25 
that if Argentina was to invite the Inter American 
Commission on Human Rights to visit under circum- 
stances which would permit it to carry out its 
mandated functions, we would relax certain re- 
strictions now placed on United States aid and 
trade programs for Argentina. Our information is 
that the Inter American Commission on Human Rights 
does not find Argentina's invitation in a form it 
can accept. 

In view of this we have decided that we must 
recommend against Export-Import Bank’s financing 
at this time of the Allis Chalmers application for 
the Yacireta Hydro-electric project and for Expert- 
Import Bank financing of various aircraft purchases. 


We are aware that the two parties continue in 
their discussions to try to reach an agreement over 
the invitation. We will, of course, continue no 
monitor the situation closely and will view any agree- 
ment between the Inter American Commission on Human 
Rights and she Government of Argentina to facilitate 
a visit by the Commission to Argentina as a positive 
development.
